History of ETA 

(U) The ETA was founded in 1959 with the aim of establishing 
an independent homeland based on Marxist principles in the Basque 
Heartland, which consists of three counties in northern Spain 
(Vizcaya, Guipuzcoa, Alava, and Navarra) and southwestern French 
Departments of Labourd, Basse-Navarra, and Soule. This region 
already enjoys Home Rule, autonomy, freely elected Basque 
Government officials, control over the local economy, tax 
collection, education, and its own Basque Police Force.
